that a ſwarme of Bees flying about the cradle wherein the childe 
was carried (as it is reported happened to :cZodus) lizhted 
aud hung at bis mouth, ſienifying (no doubt ) th*\(weet and ad- 
mirable eloquence that ſhould bee in that childe, whereof bis 
workes gize good teſtimony. His Maiſters and Tutors were 
Rhemnius Palemon, «xd Flavius Virginius #he one a famons 
Grammarian, the other a ſingular Rhetorician : Vuder whom he 
profited ſo well (the dexterity of his wit being furthered with 
his diligence) thet within a very ſhort ſpace, he declaimed both 
in Greeke and Latine,to the great admiration of the Anditors. 
| His Schoole-fellewes were Salcius Baſſus, and Au. Perſius : be 
held a long time in the grace and fauonr of Nero (who in his 
yong yeares was brought vp under Senecaythis Lucans Yukle) 
He was aduanced to the Office of Dueſtor before due age;at what 
time he ſet out ſuch excellent ſword-playes, that by the peoples 
fauour, he was the next yeare talled to the Office of Prieſt a- 
mong the Augures, «s Papinius Starius records, 


Romam colitur chori Sacerdos. 
Lucan was held in ſuth admire, 
That he became Prieſh of the Quire. 


He tooke to wife Polla Argentaria (the daughter of Pollus 
Argentarius) of whom Papinius in Calliepe/ngs thes :

Who hoping to be reuenged on Nero, he joyned himſelfe to 
the Piſionian treaſon: But the plot being diſcouered, hee perſi- 
fted not in the denial! of bis fault : but crawing mercy for him- 
ſelfe,he accuſed his innocent mother to be alſo one of this conſpt- 
racie : hoping that this impiety might bee ameanes to procure 
pardon at the hands of an impious Prince. But hauing receiued 
the ſentence of condemnation, and liberty ginen to him to chaſe 
what death he would, he writ certaine verſes unto his father ; 
and (after alarge banquet) cauſing the eines of his armes t0 
be opened, he dyed bleeding. But when his feet and hands be- 


| gan towaxe cold, and that he was now at the point to reſigne his 


lateſt breath, hee recited certeine verſes of his, which hee had 
made on a Souldier inthe ſame caſe. Lib. 3. |

HeGtor and Achilles : he wrot alſo the feaſts of Saturne, ter 
Bookes of Sylues, the Tragedie of Medea (not perfeited) the 
tourney of Orpheus ts Hell, the burning of Rome, the ſacking 
of Troy, with the miſery of King Priamus. Hee wrote an inue- 
(tiue Oration againſt Ocauius Sagitta, that murthered Pon- 
tia, with many other Fables and Epiſtles. He undertooke the ci- 
will warres of Czſar and Pompey, but being prevented by 
detth, he wrot but onely ten Bookes, and of them ten perfetted 
but three, with the helpe of his wife. The other ſeuen were dili- 
ently corretted, and publiſhed after his death. Fabius Quinti- 
Yan ſaith, that hee was rather to bee accounted an Orator 
then « Poet, as being loftie and yehement in his ſtile, full of 
excellent ſentences : ſo admirable and wittie in his Orations, 
as that hee ſeemes to expreſſe that ſingular Elegancic and 
Maicſty that is obſerued in Virgil. His Epitaph may yet bee © 
| ſeencin Rome, graued on a marble Monument in old Characters,
